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The  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  is  honored  to  act 
as  host  to  a  group  of  European  artists  who  in  the  last 
seven  years  have  come  to  this  country  to  live  and  work.  We 
welcome  them  not  only  for  the  immediate  pleasure  their  work 
affords,  but  for  the  enrichment  they  bring  to  our  national 
art.  Many  of  the  artists  represented  in  the  exhibition  have 
indicated  their  intention  of  remaining  in  this  country;  others 
may  return  to  Europe;  but  all  of  them  will  have  made  a 
valuable  contribution  to  our  cultural  life. 

From  colonial  days  it  has  been  the  genius  of  America 
to  absorb  foreign  influences  in  art,  and  from  these  sources, 
to  develop  distinctive  national  characteristics.  The  Whitney 
Museum  has  never  tried  to  define  art  in  the  terms  of  a 
narrow  nationalism,  and  we  feel  that  this  exhibition  recog- 
nizes the  international  spirit  which  has  played  so  important 
a  part  in  the  American  art  of  our  day. 

The  thirty-three  artists  in  the  exhibition  are  of  diverse 
national  origins  —  natives  of  twelve  countries.  Only  eight 
are  of  French  birth,  but  the  large  majority  reached  their 
artistic  maturity  in  Paris,  or  under  her  influence.  Only  those 
artists  have  been  included  in  the  exhibition  who  came  to 
America  in  1938  or  later.  We  have  not  included  painters  who 
have  been  shown  frequently  in  our  previous  American 
exhibitions,  which  explains  the  absence  of  Arbit  Blatas, 
Eugene  Berman,  George  Grosz  and  Sigmund  Menkes.  All 
the  work  in  the  exhibition,  with  the  exception  of  that  of 
one  artist,  was  produced  in  this  country.
